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THE WHITTEMORE HOUSE. Built in early 1840's 


Concord Street. 
Built by Marshall Heald 


Marshall Heald, the third child of Jonathan, Jr. and Betsey 
(Andrews) Heald, was born Nov. 13, 1808, and died unmarried, when 
forty-two years of age. He was a carpenter by trade and built 
this house which his younger sister Martha lived in for many 
years. She was the fourteenth child of her parents, born Nov. 15, 
1830, in the "Jock" house on the old Heald homestead. She married 
David B. Taylor, of the Province of Quebec. They bought this 
house about 1853 and at that time there was a beautiful elm tree 
standing in front, at the right of the front door as one goes 
toward Concord. 


Mr. Taylor sold the place to William Hood who owned it in 
1860. Old news items state that the Hood family came to Carlisle 
in 1848 and purchased one half of the house in which they lived; 
the half toward Carlisle center. 


William Henry Harrison Hood, son of William Hood, married 
Lois Augusta Green Buttrick, then living across the road with 
her parents, Mr. & Mrs. Nathan Buttrick, in what is now the 
Drummy house. William Hood is said to be the first man in Carlisle 
to saw a birch hoop in this town, an industry then being started 
at the Buttrick mill situated on the brook near the Buttrick house. 


Mrs. Elle Hood Teabo, now a resident of Carlisle, daughter of 
William H. H. and Lois Augusta G. (Buttrick) Hood, was born in 
this house. Her father died here Oct. 1, 1906, aged 65. 


Charles Sterner had this property after his death, but remained 
only a short time, long enough however, to make improvements. He 
sold in May 1894 to Dexter C. Whittemore who has since resided in 
this house. Just when it ceased to be a two-part house, I do not 
know. 


During the years Mr. Whittemore has been in town he has ably 
served in several official capacities, notably as assessor, to which 
he has been elected many times, the last election being in 193e for 
a term of three years. 


Miss Nellie Grace Taylor, a teacher in Lowell, Mass., and 
daughter of David and Martha (Heald) Taylor was born (1858) in this 
house and her childhood memories of the home are exceedingly 
captivating. She writes: "I wish you could see the kitchen as I 
do in my mind's eye. It seems as if it were large, but probably 
not. In the right hand corner, looking toward Carlisle center, 
stood a remarkable grandfather's clock said to have been given by 
Queen Anne to one of the Massachusetts Bay Governors. My father, 
who repaired clocks had acquired it because it "would not go" and 
was not wanted. A Mr. Hosmer of Bedford "collected" it while I 
was still very young. Next to that stood a Hepplewhite secretary, 
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the property, formerly, of my grandfather (Jonathan Heald 2nd) 
who had been the Town Clerk of Carlisle. 


Not far away stood the cradle where my small brother was 
rocked. It was long, like a settee, probably a Windsor; it had 
a gate, behind which Charlie laid, while mother sat in the other 
end with her sewing. There she taught me to do "patchwork". 
There was a pretty rag carpet on the floor and by the fireplace 
Aunt Miriam Heald taught us children "now I lay me" and "Jesus, 
tender Shepherd, hear me". In the front room was a Franklin 
stove. There were other treasures in the front room, but I wish 
I could see the staircase again. At the top stood a little white 
"praying Samuel". I wonder what became of it." 


"My brother and I, in the very early part of the 1864-5 
period, used to love to walk to the Jonathan Heald houses, from 
our home by the mill pond. In the spring the pussy willows which 
hung over the water fascinated me, and not knowing the way to 
gather them I fell in the water on three different occasions, but 
was always rescued so that I lived to tell of those happy days. 
There was a never-to-be-forgotten elder bush farther up the road 
whose catkins danced adorably in the April breezes, and near by, 
in summer, black berry vines gave us their luscious fruit. We 
went dowm "the little road" back of Mr. Parkhurst's blacksmith 
shop where we had a "bow house" (I suppose we meant a "bower" 
for it was of bent-down birches etc.). Soon we came to the charm 
ing knoll where there were pines and delectable red cedars. We 
stopped to make our snares for wild rabbits, or to look at then, 
for this was a high adventure, and when we arrived at the big 
house, if we were good, the lady who lived there (Mrs. B. F. 
Heald) would let us sit in the broad seats of the great French 
windows which came nearly to the floor. They have since been 
shortened and the walls bricked up. I have a picture of the house 
which shows two of the original windows. 


Our three maiden aunts lived in the gambrel-roofed house 

(now Dr. Lunt's office) and there we played on the great door 
stone, looking out on the old pear trees and beyond, the hoped-for 
“copper mines". Sometimes we had tea parties with bits of china, 
when we played house at the feet of the gigantic twin elms that 
stood guard over the two houses. 


This was on our way to school, just above, and in summer we 
betook ourselves to a lily pond nearby, where, by means of a 
crotched pole, we secured the lovely prizes. We went berrying 
with our delightful little mother and once she gathered "wild tea" 
(ceanothus americanus) for use, because, I suppose of the in- 
ordinately high prices during the Civil War. I remember one day 
she took me to the "white blueberry" bush in the swamp (in Concord 
I think) where the berries were cream colored and delicious. 


She cut up her wedding gown of changeable silk and her black 
taffeta silk to make dresses for me, and we used to walk to the 
Orthodox Church on Sundays. I remember a little old lady who 
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carried a foot-stove with her on cold days and mother told me the 
little old lady had dill and fennel in her handbag. 


My father had learned the shoe maker's trade in his youth and 
had his cobbler's bench in the ell between the house and barn. He 
sometimes put me in my high chair and let me pretend to hammer pegs 
in a stick of wood. It was about that time that lightening struck 
the Calvin Heald house (Miller's) and terror to our young hearts. 


In the autumn we gathered chestnuts, butternuts and walnuts 
and in winter we made tunnels in the snow under the graceful elm 
in the door yard."

This house, whose age has not yet quite reached the century 
mark, has been changed as much outside as it must have been inside, 
judging from its looks today. The colonial aspect has been success-— 
fully disguised with piazzas and the hood extending from the roof 
line over the front door, quite hiding its appearance. Should 
these features be removed, the original building would doubtless 
be visible and add greatly to its general interest. 


Beside the house is the Buttrick pond whose waters have turned, 
in years past, the wheels of the Buttrick saw and hoop mill. It 
was much larger than it is today, when a stone dam kept the supply 
in check until wanted. Spencer Brook crosses the road near the 
house and wends its way toward the Concord River. On the shore of 
the pond a catamount (lynx) was killed by some of the men, about 
sixty years ago (1860's); a thrilling event.

The name is derived from a Norman baron fighting at the 
Battle of Hastings, who was called old "Taille fer" eae iron) 
because of his stern and invincible character. In time his 
descendants came to be called Taillerd, Taillard, Tailard, 
Tailer, Tayler, Taylard, Taylor. In the Harvard library will 

be found a book on the Taylor family compiled and edited by Peter 
Alfred Taylor, M. P., London, Eng. 1875. 


Miss Nellie Grace Taylor, Lowell, Mass., has supplied the 
above paragraph and the following information regarding her own 
Line. (daughter of David Taylor. 5 


"My father's ancestor came to Ipswich, Mass., early in the 
17th century. I have no list of grandfathers before Eleazer 
Taylor who was a private in Gershom Drury's Company. He marched 
from Temple, N.H. under the command of Leftenant Col. Thomas 
Heald to reinforce the Northern Continental Army at Ticonderoga, 
June 1, 1777. SEleazer Taylor was discharged July 3rd, 1777. 

The whole company seems to have been disbanded July 12, 1777, 
serving only fourteen days at most. 


Daniel Taylor, son of Eleazer and Sobriety (Davis) Taylor, 
(Dansville, Vermont) was one of the associates of Nicholas Austin, 
Loyalist léader, to whom George the Third issued letters of 
patent for the grant of the township of Bolton, Province of 
Quebec, Canada, in 1797. One of the children of Daniel Taylor 
was Nathan, who married Susannah Holland. They left four sons who 
married and raised families, namely: (1) Daniel, (2) David who 
married Martha Heald, (3) Holland, and (4) George. 


My father's people have been greatly interested in higher 
education. Uncle George's grandson in South Bolton, Canada, is 
a professor at the College of William and Mary in Virginia, the 
oldest college in the United States except Harvard. 


My cousin, Rev. E. M. Taylor, Knowlton, P. Q. son of Daniel 
Taylor, has been inspector of schools in five counties, and 
taught, when young, in the Academic Department of McGill. He is 
now 86 (1933) and wonderfully interesting. 


Cousin Vernon Taylor's daughter is on the State Board of 
Education in California, and another of Uncle George's daughters 
and her husband have a school, Lodi Academy, in Lodi, California. 
They are all delightful people. at
